IN FAVOR OF TAYLOR OF KENTUCKY 


All Republicans on the Ticket are Declared Elected. Minor- 


ity Report Favors Giving Certificates to Democratic 


Candidates. Inauguration Preparations 


Frankfort, Ky,.Dec." 9—The election 


commissioners signed W. S. Taylor's 
certificate of election as governor of 
Kentucky this morning. 


The official figures of the vote filed 


with the secretary of the state give 
Taylor, 193,714; Goeebel, 191,331. Tay- 
lor's plurality is 2383. 


Commissioner Ellis said frankly he 


did not like to give the certificate, but 
under the law and evidence nothing 
else could he do and be honest. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 9.—The state 


board of ele'ction commissioners last 
night gave out their official fiinding that 
W. S. Taylor, for governor, and the rest 
of the Republican ticket have been 
elected on the face of the returns. Com- 
missioners Ellis and Pryor signed tha 
majority report, in which they hold that, 


as a board of canvassers, tney nave no 
right to go behind the returns of the 
county boards, that their duties are 
purely -ministerial as canvassers; that 
the face of ith» returns, as received by

•ued to each candidate thereupon.

Witness Enticed from New 


New Jersey to Testify 


Against Molineux 


New York, Dec. 9.—The prosecution In 


the Molineux trial has secured the cus- 
tody of a witness whose testimony may 
have an important bearing on the case. 
The person in question is Mamie Mul- 
landa, who had the caie of Molineux's 
room in Newark, N. J., where he was 
employed. Though a ruse on the part 
of tbe detectives Miss Muilanda was in- 


j duced to cross the state line from New 


Jersey to Suffern, N. Y., and when once 
Within the Jurisdiction of the IJew York 
state authorities she was placed under 
arrest and brought to New York city, 
It is said she will be placed on the stand 
by the state and compelled to testify that 
Molineux was accustomed to use the now 
famous blue paper, surmounted by the 
three interlaced crescents. 


This same paper made its appearance 


again in the case 
yesterday, vhen 


George William Hall of Moodus Coan., 
was called for t*D purpose of testifying 
concerning a letwr which fell into the 
possession of his employer, Professor 
Fowler. 
Witness said that James 


Burns of Detroit sold a great many 
thousand letters to Professor Fowler, 
who deals in medical remedies; that the 
signature "Rolcad S Molineux" was 
noticed, and the Nev "fork authorities 
weie notified of the fend. The defense 
admitted the identity of this letter as 
having been written by the defendant. 
This is considered an imporiant point, 
owing to the fact that it was written 
upon blue crescent shaped paper, and 
the defense has acknowledged the writ- 


j ing of it. 


It seemed to be a day of victorias for 


the prosecution, for the specimens of 
handwriting written by Molineux be- 
fore his arrest and at the time that 
| Cornish was under suspicion were ad- 
' mitted, also the diagnosis blank of a 


patent medicine cdnceit, With the 
blanks filled out in handwriting said to 
be the same as that of other letters in 
«vidence, and signed "H. C. Barnet," 
and in face of strenuous objections, Ex • 
pert Kinsley was permitted to testify 
that, in his opinion, Molineux wrote the 
address on the poison package sent to 
Harry Cornish.

During the early hours of the meeting 
Mr. Robarts was present, accompanied 
by his secretary, and made a statement 
as to his gewral wishes In connection 
with the inquiry. 


An answer to Mr. Roberts' address to- 


the American people was issued yester- 
day by a delegation representing the 
Gentile element of Utah, who are here 
to oppose Mr. Roberta. The answer in 
part is as follows: 


Mr. Roberts claims that the precedent 


made by his exclusion is both new and 
dangerous. 
That it is not new was 


shown by Mr. Taylor (Ohio) in his able 
argument before the house, and not a 
•ingle precedent to the contrary was 
cited where the ground, of objection was 
Ineligibility. 


Mr. Roberts' contention that no evi- 


dence of his guilt can be received, ex- 
cept a judicial record of his conviction 
In Utah, as a matter of law, is erroneous, 
and, as a matter of practice, dangerous, 
because Mr. Roberts and his all-power- 
ful priesthood can prevent such con- 
viction "if they consider It worth while.

If at the time 
of the passage of the enabling act Mr. 
Roberts was, as he seems in his appeal 
to admit, disfranchised by act of con- 
gress, and, therefore, not a full citizen 
of the United States, as by the constitu- 
tion he must be, to become a member of 
congress, th$n he is still in the same 
condition, because the constitution of 
Utah could not restore him to federal 
citizenship, and the enabling act did 
not do it. 
The enabling act of Utah 


required citizenship of the United States 
as a qualification for voting, and did 
not confer that citizenship upon those 
then not such citizens. 


Mr. Boberts says he has not been con- 


victed since statehood. 
It does not fol- 


low that be is innocent. 
He is new a 


fugitive from justice in Salt Lake county 
on a charge of unlawful cohabitation, 
and in Davis county, where resides one 
of his polygamous wives -with her il- 
legitimate twins, born Aug. 11,1897, and 
a charge of adultery (a felony under the 
laws of Utah) has been for two months 
pigeon-holed by a Mormon-prosecuting 
attorney.

THE MAYSVILLE LYNCHING. 


Governor Bradley and Judge Tarvln Exchangi 


Bitter Words Over the Deplorable Affair. 
Frankfort, 
Ky., Dec. '9.—Governor 


Bradley last night gave out his first pub- 
lic utterance <sn the burning of ,Dick 
Coleman at Maysville. This came in 
reply to an interview by Judge James P. 
Tarvin of Covington, criticising the state 
authorities and holding them • respon- 
sible for the Maysville mob. The gov- 
ernor yesterday wired Tarvin asking 
him if he had been correctly reported and 
received the following reply: 


"The penalty given Coleman may be 


considered Just, but the failure of the 
state authorities to protect him after he 
wag in custody Is wrong, and any citizen 
has a right to criticise it. The fact that 
he was a negro, hardly above a brute, Is 
only the more reason for protecting him. 
If your telegram means fight, I have tbe 
choice of weapons and choose cannon, 
you to stay at Frankfort and I at Cov- 
iagton. Please don't send the militia." 


Tha governor, commenting-on this dis- 


pafch, said: "This dispatch is charac- 
teristic of the man. If the ppnalty given 
Coleman by the people was just, why 
should Tarvin object? As to his propo- 
sition to remain in Covington and fight 
a gentleman in Frankfort) persons who 
know him will be astonished to learn that 
he is willing to fight, even at that dis- 
tance." 


The governor closed his statement by 


saying: "As governor I have done 
everything in my power to protect hu- 
man life and enforce the law. If I had 
known, as Judge Tarvin knew, that thiu 
man was to be taken to his death at ths 
hands of a mob, I would not have kept a 
cowardly silence as he did, but would 
have protected him. Ever since Judge 
Tarvin was seized with the insane 
thought that he was vice presidential 
timber, his friends have kept constant 
watch on him. This last effusion is ad- 
ditional evidence that he is irrespon- 
sible."

BUSINESS SI'lUATIOM. 


Capital and Labor Enjoylsg an Exceptionally 


Good Period ol Prosperity. 


New York, Dec. 9.—Bradatreet's says: 


The last month of the year has opened 
auspiciously, finding trade and industry 
generally well employed, dem'and tread- 
Ing close upon and even passing supply, 
labor troubles averted in some instances 
by widespread advances in wages, and 
with the general level of values of staplot 
at the highest point reached for eiglu 
years past. More seasonable weathei 
conditions, not, however, extending 
throughout the entire country, have im- 
proved the distribution at retail at many 
markets 
Holiday demand has opened 


well and collections from reTail trades, 
therefoie, show&omeimprovement. Tha 
rise of staple values, a noticeable feature 
in November, has apparently been pro- 
jected into the current month. Textiles 
in November led the upward movement 
of prices. 


The sh ength ol cereals, notably wheat, 


this week is a reflection largely of de- 
creased receipts at the northwest, but 
Bradstreet's monthly statistics of wheat 
stocks show a nearer approach to normal 
comparisons with one and two years 
ago than has hitherto been possible. 


Cotton has lost~some of the notable 


strength displayed in past weeks. 


After a year of unprecedented activity 


and advancing prices, Iron and steel are 
«uiet, with few significant changes. 
Prices show no marked change. 


The strength of wool is apparently 


unimpaired, though demand is quieter. 
London prices have again moved higher 
and the small available supply of fine 
grades supports the belief that pyces 
'may still move upward. 


A 10 percent advance in cotton mill 


operatives' wages at nearly all the large 
mills throughout N«w England, which, 
en the basis of census figures, would 
point to an increased purchasing pow er 
being secured by nearly 100,000 people, 
has been granted. 


The coffee trade of the country, but 


particularly of New York, has been 
agitated 
by speculative prices, be- 


ing influenced by delays growing out of 
the unsettled situation of the quaran- 
tined cargoes from Santos. Nearly 200,- 
fiOO bags of coffee are held, pending set- 
tlement of this question, and the busi- 
ness in coffee of the chief port of the 
eountry is practically demoralized. 


More seasonable weather conditions 


have further stimulated the demand for 
boots and shoes at numerous points, 
and hides and leather retain all the 
strength gained as a result of last 
month's general rise. 


Holiday trade activity is well nigh 


universal, and some stimulation to re- 
tail demand is noted In the central west, 
the south and at Atlantic coast cities. 
Northwestern demand, however, Is re- 
ported retarded by unseasonably mild 
weather.

Occupy Positions for Blocking 


Gen, Methuen's Advance

Modder river, dated Dec. 5: The river is 
low and the railway bridge is rapidly 
approaching completion. The first train 
will cross tonight. After extraordinary 
exertions the pontoon bridge has been 
completed. 


Reports continue to come from Lady- 


smith that dissension exists among the 
Boers, and especially that the Orange 
Free State troops are discontented. 
There are also all kinds of rumors of 
movements of commandoes from place 
to place; but the fact is that little is 
known here regarding the actual posi- 
tion of the Boer forces. Moreover, the 
rumors of a collapse of Boer spirit have 
been heard so often as not to cause much 
satisfaction now. 


It is announced at Cape Town that 


Major Elliott, commanding in the native 
territory of Griquland East, is arming 
the natives by imperial authority, with 
a view of assisting the defensive forces. 
The troopship Colombian has arrived 
at Cape Town, bringing a portion of 
the troops landed from the troopship 
Ismore, when the latter went ashore in 
St. Helena bay. 


No Guardian For French. 


Boston, Dec. 9.—A somewhat interest- 


ing case for the appointment of a guard- 
ian was ended yesterday by the dis- 
missal of the petition, the person over 
•whom it was desired to appoint a guard- 
ian being Benjamin French of the firm 
of Benjamin French & Co., dealers in 
photographic supplies. Judge McKfm 
found that Mr. French was not insaae, 
and that age had not incapacitated Mr.

regiment and troops from Naauw Poort 
occupied Arundel yesterday (Thursday). 


"The enemy's force near General Gat- 


acr« are reported as follows: 
At Dor- 


drecht, 800, marching from Jamestown 
to Dordrecht, 700, with six guns; 
at 


Stormberg, 1500; at Waterfall, a large 
force, strength unknown, and at Mel- 
teno, about 400.

Some interesting light on the position 


of affairs along the western frontier Is 
thrown by a dispatch issued by a Boer 
agency last .evening la Berlin. The dis- 
patch says: 


"Commandant Prins Loos' force is near 


Jacobsdal, between Modfler River and 
Riet River. General Cronje is still on 
the northern bank of Modder river, his 
rear being protected by fortified posi- 
tions at Spytfontein. The hills between 
Modder river and Spytfontein and those 
between Jacobsdal and Ryet river are 
occupied by Boers. Commandant De 
Larey's force is stationed between Gras 


Pan and Honey Nest Kloof.* 


If this Berlin dispatch be correct—and 


it is especially significant when judged 
in connection with General Forestier- 
Walker's advices to tEe war office—there 
must be some 15,000 Boers around Lord 
Methuen, who Is believed to have 11,000 
men. 
Kimbeiley, however, possessing 


an armored tram, can materially assist 
Methuen by harrassing the Boers from 
the rear. 


According to a special dispatch from 


Lourenzo Marques the Modder river 
battle is described by a Boer correspon- 
dent with General Cronje as "one of the 
fiercest the Boers ever experienced." 
The correspondent says: 


General Cronje's ning sustained al- 


most solely the fearful attache of the 
British right throughout the day. The 
Transvaalers tenaciously held their posi- 
tions until 7 in the evening,.when the 
Free State burghers were forced to re- 
tire by the heavy British shell fire. Gen- 
eral Cronje then retired under cover of 
darkness, after facing the concentrated 
fire of all the British batteries. 


The Boers freely acknowledge the 


herculean assaults of the British and the 
death dispensing fire of the attacking 
Infantry, but they held their position for 
13 hours against the flower of the British 
army, replying solely witir Sheir Mausers 
and maintaining an uninterrupted rifle 
fire. The Boer artillery was silenced 
early in the battle through the over- 
whelming number of the British ar- 
tillery.

A low, one storied bungalow, once 


whitewashed, now patchy with gray 
and brown stains on the walls; a gal- 
vanized iron roof, In front of the house 
a veranda, or "stoep," raised from the 
ground by steps consisting of three 
empty soap boxes; on the veranda 
half a dozen decaying plants In rusty 
paraffin tins— such are the externals 
of a Boer farmhouse. 


It Is as inaccurate to speak of a 


Boer "farmhouse" as it is to call a 
Boer a "farmer." 
Literally he Irnows 


nothing about farming and cares less. 
His "farm" Is an unfenced tract of 
10,000 to 12,000 acres, open to the four 
winds of heaven, and only marked off 
from the outside world by stone 
cairns, or beacons, erected at the four 
corners to establish the limits of the 
farm, says the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


The Boer _ loves Isolation and con- 


siders himself crowded out by en- 
croaching civilization if from 
any 


point on his farm he can see the smoke 
from bis neighbor's chimney. He 
wants to be op and trek off to some 
more secluded spot, and this is one— 
and not the least — of the causes which 
have led to the constant restlessness 
aad nomad habits of their past his- 
tory. On the farm itself there is lit- 
tle, if any, evidence of cultivation. 
Hound the house, or homestead, as it 
is called, there is no garden, no car- 
riage drive, no road even. One can 
approach it unhindered from any point 
of the compass. Some distance away, 
50 or perhaps 100 yards, is a small 
grove of wilgebooms (willows) down 
by the' spruit (stream), and there may 
be a dozen or two peach trees. 


In the Transvaal the peach crop is 


enormous, but, owing to entire want of 
care in cultivation and absolute lack of 
grafting or tending, the fruit, although 
looking healthy and well and smelling 
delicious, has practically no more fla- 
vor than a turnip. In the summer Boer 
wagons may be met with in the towns 
loaded with peaches. The driver has a 
peach stuck on a stick, to indicate that 
they are for sale, and he is usually 
T/illing to sell them for 20 cents a hun- 
dred or less. Careful housewives buy 
them for cooking, and they preserve 
well with lots of sugar. "Pesken com- 
-fyt," or peach preserve, is a favorite 
delicacy among the Boers. 


The rest of the farm is entirely un- 


cultivated—just bare veldt, in fact- 
nave for a few acres devoted to the 
growing of mealies, or Indian corn, 
which forms the staple food of the na- 
tives and from which the Boer vrouw, 
or farmer's wife, makes a dark, but 
not unpalatable, bread. If a Boer 
farmer is very enterprising, he may 
grow tobacco, and ia the district of the 
Magaliesberg mountains, near Rusten- 
berg, there are many hundreds of acres 
of the plant Boer tobacco, which is 
invariably home cured, is very pleas- 
ant, cool smoking, and in the Trans- 
vaal no one ever dreams of smoking 
anything else. It costs from 20 to 40 
cents a pound- and has a peculiar and 
tot unpleasant flavor/ which is unmis- 
takable. 


The Boer has no expensive tastes, re- 


quires no luxuries and is content— fo* 
he has never been used to anything 
else— with the very simplest fare and 
manner of living. Some might indeed 
say that he carries his simplicity to 
excess. A Boer house usually contains 
two or, at the utmost, three rooms. In 
the center one, which is entered direct 
from the stoep, they eat, live, enter- 
tain and dance. The men sleep here 
and just lie about on the floor any- 
how. The women sleep m the other 
room, and they think nothing of eight 
or ten occupying the male or female 
divisions. They do not undress to go 
to bed, bat jnst take off their boots, 
and neither sex changes its clothes for 
weeks or months together. 


The Boers are inordinately fond of 


dancing. On the smallest pretext, or 
on none at all, they organize what they 
call "a dance ball party." On the aft- 
ernoon of the prearranged day the 
"meisjes," or misses, and the young 
men roll up from all the surrounding 
farms, from a distance maybe of 30 
miles. They come in Cape carts, on 
horseback and in ox wagons. The liv- 
ing room of the host has been carefully 
cleared of its never superabundant fur- 
niture, a few wooden forms, or planks 
on empty gin cases, pat round the 
sides and a couple of reflecting paraffin 
lamps hung on the walls. 


The dancing begins at about 6 In the 


afternoon to the music of a concertina 
played by a "Cape boy," which is to 
say a half colored man. Every one 
appears in ordinary dress, uncouth, 
untidy and slouchy in the extreme. 
The women almost invariably wear 
black, with perhaps a bit of colored 
ribbon. The men are in corduroys or 
cheap tweeds, often wearing their 
"smasher" hats, and shod In heavy 
"veldtschoens," or boots. 


No "square" dances are performed, 


but one dance IB like another— a slow, 
Jumpy, heavy, monotonous whirl, some- 
thing between an elephantine waltz 
and a cumbersome polka. The girls 
sometimes place their hands on their 
partners' shoulders, and the men clasp 
the girls' waists with their two hands. 
After a few hours of serious jumping 
about the room has to be cleared, for, 
the floor being of earth, a terrible dust 
Is knocked up, and, as doors and win- 
dows are invariably closed, the atmos- 


phere becomes "thick with floating 
clouda of dust. 
Every one goes out 


Into the stoep and is refreshed by dop 
(Boer brandy), lemonade, cookies (cakes) 
and sweet*. 
In the meantime the 


room IB swept, and sometimes a cala- 
bash of '•ullocks' blood is brought in, 
with wluch the floor Is smeared by the 
natives. 


Prom time to'time—say every two or 


'three hours—this is repeated, so that 
intervals of dancing, dusty cloudiness, 
refreshments 
on the veranda and 


smearing of the floor succeed one an- 
other periodically. This sort of thing 
goes on until about 8 o'clock In the 
morning, when every one gets a bit 
sleepy. A general adjournment takes 
place. The women collect in the side 
room and snatch a few hours' sleep, 
and the men He down in the wagon 
house or under their carts on the veldt 
to smoke and rest At about noon, aft- 
er a heavy meal, they begin dancing 
again and continue until late in the 
afternoon. At last they go, after about 
24 hours of it, and scater over the veldt 
to their far distant homes. 


In almost every Boer farmhouse is the 


old man's "dood kist" or coffin, which 
stands up against the wall in a corner 
of the living room. The family gets 
so used to it and treats it so much as 
a matter of course that it has been 
known to have been put to the most 
profane uses. Sometimes it has shelves 
in it, the lid put on hinges, and the 
inside used for a cupboard for cups 
and saucers. In at least one Instance 
It served as a coal scuttle, aud the 
farmer's wife often keeps in it her 
best "kapple," or black sunbonnet, 
which sho uses when she goes to 
nachtmaal. 


Every three months the quarterly 


nachtmaal takes place in the nearest 
township, and all the Boer families 
trek for miles froia their farms to be 
present thereat 
The nachtmaal ia 


practically our communion, and as the 
Boer farms are too far apart for any 
combined regular weekly service this 
is really the only opportunity for them 
to attend church. On such an occa- 
sion the church square of any of the 
"dorps," or villages, is a curious sight 
Dotted about are 40 or 60 ox wagons, 
with their white canvas hoods, and the 
trek gear,' or ox harness, stretched oat 
before them. The tented wagons form 
the dwelling places of the families 
during 
the 
four 
or 
five 
days 


they 
remain 
in 
town. 
By 
the 


side of the wagon is a rough tent, 
usually a tarpaulin, spread on four 
whip sticks. A big Kaffir cooking pot 
is suspended from a tripod over a 
smoldering fire. Here the family cook- 
ing is done, and visits are formally 
paid from one wagon to another. 


This little sojourn in comparative 


civilization is taken advantage of by 
the Boer women to do their shopping 
for the next three months. They go 
solemnly to the "goed koop winkel," or 
general store, and spend half the day 
In buying 10 shillings' worth of rub- 
bish. The young girls find the nacbt- 
maal a good opportunity to make or re- 
new acquaintan ,* with the young men, 
and all the accumulated weddings, 
christenings, betrothals and the like of 
the past three months are properly 
fixed up at nachtmaal time. 


The Boers are a cantankerous, back- 


biting, evil tongued race and are con- 
tinually slandering one another on the 
veriest trifle or none at all. When 
pressure is brought to bear and under 
threat of legal proceedings, they can 
be made to retract and apologize in 
the humblest and most abject terms. 
In such a case a public apology is al- 
most always Inserted in one of the 
Dutch papers In the shape of an adver- 
tisement, and they sometimes take 
most peculiar forms. The following is 
a literal translation of one that actual- 
ly appeared not long ago and is by no 
means unique in its humility; 


I, Maria Bettioa Pcrtgietac» «• Elands River 


Drift district, Wohneransted, do hereby retract 
my slanderous or malicious words which I have 
ottered against Mrs. Marlie Terbrugge, and 1 
Btate that I know nothing which ia detrimental 
to her good name, and I will leave her In peace la 
future, and I strike my mouth with 017 band and 
exclaim, "Mouth, thon art a liar and a perjurer, 
and I am ashamed of #ou."

Rice although deficient in fat and bet- 


ter adapted to form a larger part of a 
dietary in spring and summer is still ad- 
missable during the cold season. In 
the countries where this grain is indi- 
genous it is customary to cook rice in a 
large quantity of rapidly-boiling, salted 
water. 
And thus it may be properly 


cooked stirring it occasionally with a 
fork. When tender drain and cover with 
a cloth to absorb the steam and rendsr 
Ihe grains mealy. If properly cooked and 
drained, the rice will be dry, and soft. 
The cooking requires from twenty to for.- 
ty minutes, according to the age and va- 
riety of the rice. 


In cooking rice will absorb from two 


and one-half to lour times its bulk of wa- 
ter,—a little less of milk, stock or toma- 
to-pulp. 


The liquid drained from the rice makes 


a good foundation for a soup. Unless the 
liquid is to be used for some purpose it 
is more economical to steam the rice, or 
cook it in a double-boiler. 


N. B. In the followir-g recipes all meas- 


urements of ingredients by cups and 
spoons are level. 


FRIED SMELTS. 


Dress the smelts, wash and wipe dry, 


dust with salt and pepper and roll in 
sifted bread-crumbs; now dip in an egsr 
oeaten with two tablespoonfuls of cold 
water, covering the fish completely with 
the egg, then drain and again roll in 
crumbs; pass the tails through the 
mouths of the fish and fasten each with 
a wooden tooth-pick, thus forming rings. 
Dip a frying basket In fat nested to a 
degree to brown a crumb of bread In 
sixty seconds; lift from fat and set to 
fry about five smelts at one time. Cook 
about three minutes. Drain on soft pa- 
per. Serve on a folded napkin with a 
garnish of parsley and slices of lemon. 
OYSTER FRICASSEE. (Chafing Dish). 


Turn into the blazer one pint of solid 


oysters, which have been washed, freed 
from bits of shell and drained. Cover 
' until the oysters are heated, then add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, half a ta- 
blespoonful of salt and a dash of papri- 
ka. When the liquor from the oysters 
boils set the blazer into the "bath" and 
stir in the yolk of two eggs, beaten and 
diluted with one tablespoonful of lemon 
Juice. Stir constantly until the oysters 
look plump and the edges begin to curl, 
then serve at once on thin sippets of 
buttered toast on "saltines." 


RICE WAFFLES. 


Sift together two cups of flour, two ta- 


blespoons of baking powder and a half 
tablespoon of salt. Mix in to these in- 
gredients one cup and & half of boiled 
rice, so cooked that the grains are left 
entire; add gradually the beaten yolks 
of two eggs, diluted with one cup and a 
half of milk; then add two tablespoons 
of melted butter and, lastly, fold in the 
whites of two eggs beaten until stiff. 
The burner of a gas range iffords heat 
par exellence for cooking waffles. 


TURKISH Pli/AF. 


F'ut one cup and a half of stock, with 


one cup of stewed and strained tomato, 
over the fire. When boiling s»dd one cttp 
of well-washed rice and a half ieaspoon- 
ful of salt; stir lightly with a fork occa- 
sionally until the liquor is absorbed. 
Then add half a cup of butter and cook 
over hot water until tender; remove 
cover and stir with a fork, press the pice 
into a ring mould, set the mould into the 
oven about five minutes, then Invert over 
a serving dish, fill in the center of the 
pilaf with cold chicken cut in slices and 
warmed in a curry sauce. Garnish with, 
parsley. 
MEAT WARMED WITH CURRY 


SAUCE. 


Have a pint of thin slices of cold meat, 


freed from the skin, fat and bone. Sea- 
son with one tablespoonful of salt and a 
dash of pepper. Saute an onion and a 
clove of garlic, cut fine, In onw fourth a 
cup of butter, add a scant half-teaspoon- 
ful of salt, ono tablespoonful of curry 
powder, three tablespoonfuls of flour and 
then one cup of stock with a blade of 
mace; simmer ten minutes; now add half 
a cup of hot almond milk, one table- 
spoonful of currant jelly and half a ta- 
blespoonfcil of lemon Juice; strain over 
the slices of meat and reheat over hot 
water.

Wash 
It thoroughly, lay It between th« foldi 
of a stout towel and hammer it with • 
potato beetle or a rolling pin, until it It 
reduced to a powder. 


if the child does not at first fancy th« 


new food, the mother should not allow 
herself to bs discouraged by a singU 
failure. To yield at the first repulse 11 
only to pave the way f.-.r the whimsical- 
ness in diet too common among chil- 
dren. When the child turns away from 
the n*vv food, do not press the matter at 
tho time, but renew ths attack later on. 
Do this a number of times before re- 
signing the point, and even then, give it 
up only for a season. The principle it 
really of more value than the individual 
euccess. Such caprices of appetite, when 
unchecked in childhood, make their pos- 
sessor, when he reaches manhood, a 
weariness to the flesh of the housekeepei 
who has to cater for him. 


Important as are cereals In a child'! 


dietary, they alone are not enough for 
him, as he grows older. Even before hf 
is allowed to eat much solid food, he 
should have soups and broths given 
him. Not the heavier varieties, such aa 
are servad to his seniors, but something 
more readily assimilated. Beef juice may 
be procured by broiling a piece of tender, 
Juicy steak over a clear fire, for several 
minutes, so as to coagulate the outsida 
and retain the juice. It may then be cut 
Into dice, and squeezed in a meat-press, 
such as comes for this purpose, or even 
be pressed in jun ordinary lemon squeez- 
er. The stimulating value of the beef 
may also be obtained in beef tea, and 
there are other soups that are of value, 
for which recipes will be given later. 


BEEF TEA. 


Put into a wide-mouthed glass jar a 


pound of finely minced" beef from tha 
round, with a pint of cold water. L.et 
stand for an hour, stirring It from time 
to time. Stand the jar then in an outer 
vessel of boiling water, over the flre, and 
let it boil vtry gently for an hour. Ptrain 
off the liquid, salt to taste, and in drink- 
Ing, take the fine sediment that Is found 
In the bottom of the vessel. 


BEEF TEA WITH OATMEAL. 


Mix together two tablespocnfuls of 


fine oatmeal and two of cold water. Add 
to them a pint of boiling hot beef tea, 
made by the preceding recipe. Put them 
over the fire, boil for five minutes, stir- 
ring all th£ time, season, and strain 
through a fine sieve. 


This ia very nutritious.

Take two pounds of veal cut from the 


loin, fillet, or the best end of the neck. 
Remove the bone, fat and skin, and put 


, them into a saucepan with half a pint 


of water to stew for the gravy. Make a 
good paste, allowing a pound of butter to 
two pounds of flour. Divide it into two 
pieces, roll it out rather thick, and cover 
with one piece the aides and bottom of a 
deep dish.

BOILED HALIBUT. 


Lay In cold water, salted, for ona 


hour. Wipe dry and score the skin in 
squares. Put into the kettle with cold 
salted water enough to cover It. Hali- 
but is so firm of texture that it can be 
boiled without a cloth if preferred. Let 
it heat gradually and boll from half to 
three-quarters of an hour In proportion 
to the size of the piece. Drain and serve 
with egg sauce—either served In a sauce 
boat or poured over the fish. Save the 
cold remnants of the fish and what 
sauce Is left until next morning. Pick 
out as you would cod, mix with an equal 
quantity of mashed potato, moisten 
with the sauce, or with milk and butter 
If there be no sauce, put into a skillet, 
and Btlr until it is very hot. Be careful it 
does not burn. Season with pepper and 
•alt 


FIG PUDT5ING. 


Chop finely one-quarter of a pound of 


•uet, one-half of a pound of figs and two 
sour apples. Add three-quarters of a 
cup stale bread crumbs, one-quarter of 
a cup milk, two eggs well beaten, one- 
quarter of a pound of brown sugar, one- 
half of a teaspoonful of salt and three 
ounces of flour. Put into a buttered 
mould, cover and steam four houra. 
Serve with lemon sauce. Cream one- 
half cup butter, add gradually one cup 
of sugar and two eggs slightly beaten. 
Cook three-quarters of a cup of water 
with the shavings from the rind of a 
lemon flv« minutes. Remove rind and 
add water gradually to egg mixture. 
Cook in a double boiler until slightly 
thickened, add one and one-half table* 
spoonfuls of lemon juice. 


HOLIDAY CAKE. 


Mix one cup shortening, one cup sugar, 


one cup molasses, one teaspoon salt, one 
teaspoon all kinds spice, one egg, beat 
all together, add one-half cup water or 
sour milk with one teaspoon soda stirred 
in, and flour enough to make quite thick, 
one cup raisins and currants and a small 
quantity citron. This makes two medium 
loaves and will keep for weeks*.

Mr. W. B, Teats, the well-known 


Irish poet and dramatist, describes 
in the December number of the North 
American Eevlew the present literary 
movement in Ireland. The energy 
which, < until the downfall of Parnell, 
found vent in political agitation, has 
in recent years directed itself to the 
endeavor to revive a literature in 
Ireland which shall give expression to 
distinctively Irish lideas and ideals^ 
The specific character 
of this pur- 


pose and the means by which its ac- 
complishments is fostered, are set 
forth by Mr. Teats in a most Intereest- 
ing and suggestive way. Mr. Teats re- 
marks: 


"The organizations that are making 


this changp are the Irish Literary So- 
ciety in London, the National Literary 
Society in Dublin, which has. just 
founded the Irish Literary theatre, 
and the Feis Cecil Committee in Dub- 
Jin, at whose annual series of con- 
certs of Irish music, singers and 
pipers from all parts of Ireland com- 
pete; and the Gaelic League, which 
has worked for the revival of the 
Gaelic language with that success it 
has sold 50,000 of its Gaelic text books 
in a year. All these organizations 
bave been founded since the fall of 
Parnell; and all are busy In preserv- 
ing, or in moulding anew, and with- 
out any thought of the politics of t'he 
hour, some utterance of the national 
life, and In opposing thevulgar books 
and the music-hall songs, that keep 
pouring in from England." 


Conspicuous among those who arc 


today laying the foundations 
of a 


new Irish literature, by weaving into 
story and song and drama the dreamt 
and myths and traditions of the Celtic 
race, Is Miss Nora Hopper. The De- 
cember number of the North Ameri- 
can Review contains some beautiful 
Illustration* of her verse.

Kipling and Fll*ger*ld Contrasted 


Of the love of pure beauty there is 


singularly little in Kipling ^compar- 
ison with the force and breadth of 
his genius, says Paul Elmer More in 
the December Atlantic. His most ar- 
dent admirers would probably be sur- 
prised to find how few passages of 
real loveliness they could recall from 
his poems; and it is no doubt this de- 
ficiency that inspires Kipling's ene- 
mies—and even he has eneemles—to 
speak so cotemptuously of his work. 


I have attempted thus far to sihow 


hcnw thei poetry of the Seven Seas re- 
flects both the dominant strength and 
the deficiencies of the Anglo-Saxon 
temper; there is a curious interest in 
comparing with it another volume of 
almost equal popularity, in which all 
that is un-English might seem to have 
jcome to flower. Within the body of 
the people has sprung up. of late 
years; a small circle of men to whom 
the restless activity of the race is dis- 
tinctly repellant: they are Quietists 
and wtorshipers of pure beauty. The 
movement began with the Pre-Ra- 
phaelites, who sought to mediaeval 
Italy all that was wanting in the Eng- 
land about them, ad has grown to in- 
clude an ever-increasing band of mal- 
contents. For the very reason that they 
are cut off from the broader sym- 
pathies with, actual life, there is some- 
thing inefficient In their work, some- 
thing very fair and fragile, which we 
are wont to stigmatize aa effeminate 
or dilettant Beauty and form are in- 
deed the feminine elements of genius, 
which, as: has been often 
observed, 


must embrace both the masculine and 
feminine principles to accomplish its 
best results. But alone and unsupport- 
ed by the virility of thought and ac- 
tion, the love of beauty has always a 
tendency to become effeminate and In- 
efficient. 
It is just this flower-like 


grace s art from any sturdier char- 
acter that appeals to the group of di' 
lettantes in Fitzgerald's translation of 
the Rubaiyat 
English poetry con- 


tains nothing more exquisitely lovely 
than such stranzas as this: 
"Earth could not answer; nor the Seas 


that mourn 


In flowing purple of their Lord for- 


lorn; 


Nor rolling Heaven, 
with all His 


Signs reveal'd 


And hidden by the sleeve of Night and 


Morn." 


There is in such writing all the cu* 


rious felicity of Horace, to wnom Fitz- 
gerald is often likened; but It must be 
added that there is a complete ab- 
sence of the manly tone of Horace, and 
of his shrewd reflection of life, which 
have made him the friendly mentor of 
the centuries. 


PUSHING THE CURRENCY BILL. 


Will Be Considered All Next Week, With a 


Vote on the Following Monday. 


"Washington, Dec. 9.—The house yes- 


terday adopted a special order for the 
consideration of the currency bill, be- 
ginning next Monday. 


By the terms of the order the general 


debate will continue until Friday. On 
Saturday amendments may be offered 
under the five-minute rule, and on the 
following Monday the vote will be taken. 
The Democrats, Populists and Silver Re- 
publicans presented a. solid front against 
the adoption of the resolutions, and 
every Republican voted for it; 


Mr. Richardson, leader of the minority, 


taunted some of the majority leaders 
with their change of front in coming out 
flat-footedly for the gold standard, but 
Mr. Grosvenor and Mr. Cannon good- 
naturedly replied that they had learned 
something with advancing years. The 
former said the Democratic party was 
the only living demonstration of the sur- 
vival of a great organization which re- 
fused to learn anything, and the latter 
said the Republican party moved for- 
ward with the years, while the Demo- 
cratic party remained with the ghouls 
in the ancient graveyards. 


The Democratic caucus committee cf 


the senate was in session yesterday, de- 
voting its time to the consideration of 
the reorganization of the senate com- 
mittees. 
A disposition was manifested 


to resist the demand of the Republican 
senators for increased representation 
upon the leading committees, but no 
definite conclusion was reached.

Democrats are especially displeased 
with the prospect of not being able to 
fill one of the vacancies on the finance 
committee. There was no discussion of 
the personnel of committee-allotments.

"It was while visiting the house of a 


nobleman in England that I first heard 
the story of the birth of 'The Lost 
Chord,' a song that has been snug in 
every quarter of the globe and which 
will live forever. If ever there was 
such a thing as Inspiration, that song 
was inspired. 


"There are very few Englishmen 


who do not remember Fred Sullivan, 
the great comic star and brother of Sir 
Arthur Sullivan. He played in all the 
original Gilbert and Sullivan operas 
and has never been equaled. He was 
later followed by George Grossmlth. 


"One day Sir Arthur Sullivan was 


notified that his brother Fred was very 
111. He made every effort to reach the 
house where his brother was lying at 
the point of death, but arrived too late 
to see him alive. The two brothers | 
were devoted to each other, and the 
blow was a bitter one for Sir Arthur. 
He was closeted with the body of his 
brother for two hours, at the expira- 
tion of which time he came down 
stairs and went to the piano. Throw- 
Ing the instrument open, he began to 
play, and, bar by bar, 'The Lost Chord' 
was evolved. The composer sadly put 
his new composition on paper and 
stored It away. 


"The song is the wail of a throbbing 


heart, the grief of desolation. All 
through its beautiful harmony can be 
heard the strain of grief. So profound 
an impression did the association of 
the song with the death of his brother 
make on Sir Arthur that he is said to 
have, even at this late day, an aversion 
to hearing It performed."—Baltimore 
News.

If others fall 
Into line with the 10 percent increase, 
then that will be the

Pistol Saber For Cavalry.

the French military authorities for a 
new weapon, called the pistol saber, 
which, if adopted, will be put i» use 
to several cavalry regiments. This is 
an ordinary saber provided with a 
small firearm lodged In the hilt On 
encountering a resistant surface the 
blade recedes and discharges the pistol, 
a recoil of about a tenth of an inch 
being sufficient for the purpose. The 
shot will, It has been ascertained, pen- 
etrate a steel breastplate. It is ex- 
pected that the new weapon, which 
weighs only one-third more than the 
ordinary saber and which, of course, 
when the pistol is not loaded, can be 
employed in the usual way. will prove 
very serviceable, particularly In en- 
gagements between bodies of cavalry.

Mme. Antoinette Sterling, the con- 


tralto singer and evangelist, bad an ex- 
perience in tho Bombay presidency, 
India, which Is as quaint as any of 
Kipling's tales of the hills.

MAKING M INDIAN CHIEF 


How Thomas Roddy of Chicago 


Win Succeed Black Hawk.

tainship of the Winnebago Indians, as 
printed briefly in a recent Issue of the 
Chicago Tribune, has given to Thomas 
R. Roddy a bit of -white wampum, sig- 
nifying peace, and surrendered to him 
all claims to the position of head of 
the tribe. The Chicago Irishman will 
be installed aa chief with big ceremo- 
nies when the council of the tribe calls 
him at the first of the year. 


It was Black Hawk's will that bis 


friend and adviser, Roddy, known to 
the Wlnnebagoee, Sioux and Ohlppe- 
.was as Wbite Buffalo, succeed him, 
and when the old chief vent to the 
happy hunting grounds early In Sep- 
tember Roddy became the actual head

of the tribe, but he was not Installed. 
Green Cloud, leader of the part of the 
tribe which opposed Black Hawk, 
wanted to be chief, even though be Is 
the friend of Roddy. The elders of the 
tribe made uo decision, but Green 
Cloud recently presented white wam- 
pum to Eoddy, and the council will 
call its new chief. Roddy, who Is a 
small, dark Irishman, *& still live in 
Chicago during the winters, but In the 
summers be will take up bis abode on 
the lands of the tribe around Black 
Elver Falls, In Wisconsin, and rule. He 
has been the-actual leading spirit 
among the Wlnnebagoes for years, 
even while Black Hawk, the wisest of 
recent Indian rulers, lived. 


The Installation ceremony will be 


held in the council tepee of the tribe, 
tod the warriors who live In Nebras- 
ka, as well as the men of the Black 
Elver Falls settlement, will attend. 
The ceremony has "teen the same since 
the tribe has known Its history. It is 
a religious dance, not as the word 
dance Is used commonly, but as a cere- 
mony which, Mr. Eoddy says, is like 
to the initiation of the Masons. Mr. 
Eoddy says Masonry exists among the 
Indian tribes and existed before Co- 
lumbus discovered America. He says 
he has seen the Stasonie degrees up to 
the Eoyal Arch degree gives in the 
Indian lodges. 
None but members 


will be admitted to the council tent 
when Eoddy takes his oath of office. 
The ceremony of Installation begins at 
sunset of one day and ends at the next 
going down of the sun. The warriors, 
clad in their finest clothes, each carry- 
Ing a medicine bag made of furs and 
covered with beads, march in solemn 
procession, striking the candidate with 
their medicine bags and chanting. Oc- 
casionally they separate, and each 
dances in a separate spot 
During 


the dance the men bow to earth and 
toll as if in abject terror. 


Chief Eoddy's tepee in Chicago is a 


beautiful little flat at 6026 Ingleside 
avenue, Just off the Midway. The flat 
is furnished prettily and filled with 
costly bric-a-brac and priceless relics 
of the Indians. He has the greatest 
collection of wampum belts hi exist- 
ence. 
The first belt William Penn 


gave the Indians, the belt given to 
the first Black Hawk, uncle of the 
chief whom Eoddy will succeed, at the 
end of the war In 1882, and dozens of 
other belts are owned by him. 


Eoddy was born 40 years ago at Peo- 


rla. His father was Patrick Eoddy, a 
native of Ireland, who was a trapper, 
trader -and interpreter and a great 
friend of the Wlnnebagoes. When 
White Buffalo was 5 years old, his fa- 
ther removed to Black Elver Falls, 
and the bid was raised among the In- 
dians. He learned the languages of 
the Wlnnebagoes and Cbippewas al- 
most before be learned English and 
when 14 years of age was an Inter- 
preter. Young Eoddy became pecul- 
iarly popular among the Indians of 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. 
Fourteen 


years ago he succeeded fn establishing 
friendly relations between the Winne- 
bagoes, Sioux and Ohippewas. He gave 
a groat dance, and the three tribes 
were represented. Each year since 
then the dances have been held. 


Black Hawk, the great chief, was a 


friend of Boddy, who acted as confi- 
dential adviser. There were two fac- 
tions in the tribe, one led by Green 
Oloud. A quarrel arose during the 
World's fair and resulted in two mur- 
ders. The other day Grean Cloud met 
Eoddy and agreed to abdicate. Eoddy 
returned to Chicago recently and start- 
ed a movement to erect at Black Elver 
Falls a monument of marble and 
brons* to the memory of Black Hawk.

Of the numerous Instances that might 


be recorded in illustration of the organ- 
ized traffic in human beings which 
exists, reference may be made to the 
conditions which, hold in the district 
through which the Lulungu river pass- 
es. This river, whtob constitutes a con- 
siderable affluent of the Kongo, emp- 
ties into the latter river, on the south 
bank, at a point some 800 miles from 
the Atlantic coast. Within a short dis- 
tance of the confluence Is to be found 
a series of strongly fortified villages, 
representing the headquarters of the 
Ngombi, wherein numbers of slaves are 
Imprisoned pending the periodical visits 
of traders from the Ubangl country, 
which is situated on the opposite side 
of the Kongo. 


A visit to one of these slave depots 


at the mouth of the Lulungu river re- 
veals a condition of savagery and suf- 
fering beyond all ordinary powers of 
description. At the period to which 
these remarks bear reference, it was 
uo uncommon experience to witness at 
one time upward of a hundred captives, 
of both-sexes and of all ages, Including 
Infants in their wretched mothers' 
arms, lying in groups; masses of utter- 
ly forlorn humanity, with eyes down- 
cast in a stony stare, with bodies at- 
tenuated by starvation, and with skin 
of that dull gray hue which among 
colored races is always indicative of 
physical distress. 


In cases when a suspicion existed of 


an individual captive's 'intention or 
ability to escape, such unfortunate 
creature was doomed to lie bobbled 
with one foot forced through a hole 
cut In the section of a log, while a 
spearhead was driven into the, wood 
close beside the limb, rendering it im- 
possible to move except at the ex- 
pense of laceration. Other means to 
insure the prisoner's safe custody con- 
sisted in binding both hands above the 
bead to the king post of a hunt, or in 
binding the arms and plaiting the hair 
into a braid, which was made fast to 
n. branch overhead. 


At Intervals these villages were visit- 


ed by the TJbangi, who came in large 
dugout war canoes, and the process 
of barter commenced, elephant tusks 
being the medium of currency used 
In the purchase of the slaves. Upon 
the conclusion of this unnatural trans- 
action, the visitors retired, taking with 
them as many of the individuals as 
had been transferred to their posses- 
sion In the tedious process of bargain- 
ing. 


Upon reaching their destination the 


captives were, in most cases, sub- 
jected to many further ordeals, being 
exchanged into other hands, until 
eventually, after having been deliber- 
ately fattened, they met their tragic 
fate, and their bodies were consumed. 


There is a prevalent belief among 


many of the rivttine tribes of the up- 
per Kongo that the flavor of human 
flesh Is improved by submerging the 
prospective victim up to the neck in 
the water for tyro or three days pre- 
vious to the sacrifice. Indeed, upon two 
separate occasions it was my privilege 
to release several poor creatures who 
were bound band and foot to stakes 
in the 
river. 
• 


In certain native market places, not- 


ably in the vicinity of the Ubangi, it 
is an ordinary occurrence for captives 
to be exposed for sale, in most cases 
with the sinister fate In view of being 
killed and eaten. Proportionately, a 
greater number of men than women 
fall victims to cannibalism, the reason 
being that women who are still young 
are esteemed as being of greater value, 
by reason of their utility in growing 
and cooking food. This *itle does not, 
aowever, hold good tliMRssnout, for in 
the yicii^lty of the Aruimi river our ob- 
servations revealed a contrary order of 
custom. 


Probably the most inhuman practice 


of all is to be met with among the 
tribes who deliberately hawk the vic- 
tim Diecemeal w.hile,.still alive. Incredj- 


ble us u uu,.v appear, the fact remains 
Justified by- an only too abundant 
proof. Cup liven are led from place to 
place in order that individuals may 
have the opportunity of indicating, by 
external marks upon the body, the por- 
tion they.desire to acquire. The dis- 
tinguishing marks are generally made 
by.means of colored clay or strips of 
grass tied in a particular fashion. 


The astounding stoicism of the vic- 


tim, who thus witnesses the bargaining 
for his limbs, is only equaled by the 
callousness with which be walks for- 
ward to meet his fate. In explanation 
of the extraordinary indifference thus 
displayed it can only be assumed that 
death is robbed «f all terror, life under 
conditions of slavery offering so little 
attraction.—Herbert Ward in CasseU's 
Magazine.

After Clear Statement of the Evils and 


Advantages in Combinations. An 
Important Event 
Thoroughly 


Appreciated. Many Questions 


Asked by Audience 


Dr. John Bascom of Williams col- 


lege spoke on the subject of trusts in 
the Congregational chapel last eve- 
ning at the invitation of the Monday 
club. The chapel was crowded, the 
galleries being occupied and the par- 
lors at the side being called into use to 
accommodate those who took advan- 
tage of the club's invitation to the 
public. Many members of the club 
were there, and the audience included 
men representing almost every phase 
of public thought in the city. 


The deep interest that was taken in 


the subject and in Dr. Bascom's views 
on it was show in the quesetions that 
were asked at the close of the talk. 
Applause was frequent throughout the 
lecture, and at the close Principal 
Murdock moved a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Bascom, which was enthusiastic- 
ally voiced. A. McDougall then moved 
a vote of thanks to the Monday club 
which had asked Dr. Bascom and had 
invited the public to the lecture, say- 
ing that he felt ashamed to think that 
there was no organization of men in 
the city which could have secured 
such an address before this on a sub- 
ject in which men were supposed to be 
most Interested. 
Dr. Bascom then. 


happily closed the evening with a voto 
of thanks to the audience, -which was 
unanimously carried by the speaker. 


Mrs. J. P. Coyle, President of the 


Monday club, introduced the speaker 
briefly, and with 
an announcement 


that questions would be in order at 
the close. 


Dr. Bascom's talk was a remarkably 


clear presentation of all sides of the 
question, concisely stated, closing with 
his suggestions for the handling of 
trusts as they exist today. 


A trust he, he said, is an effort to 


control prices in a certain territory by 
controlling the means of production. 


A "corner" is rarely anything but 


mischievous. A trust may be mis- 
chievous, but is capable also of much 
good. 


There are two chief causes wh'^h ; - 


spire the formation of trusts. The in- 
creased power of modern machinery 
enables a production in excess of the 
demand, with little intelligent attempt 
to control production. 
This brings 


great pressure on the producer to make 
every effort to prevent disaster from 
the eduction 
if 
his profits. Com- 


the reduction of his profits. Com- 
bination 
to 
prevent 
overcrowding 


of the field is the first and easiest so- 
lution. The success of the first com- 
binations of this sort, led other pro- 
ducers to combine to secure greater 
profits, even when they were not com- 
pelled to do so for self protection. 


Evils of Trillin 


Thp evils of trusts are, briefly stated: 


First, that they enhance or maintain 
prices higher than they need be, or if 
a reduction is made, they keep it from 
being a sufficient one under the con- 
ditions. "The standard oil company il- 
lustrates this. The price of oil has 
been reduced, but not so much as has 
the cost of production, so that the 
company has reaped profits that some 
years ago wou'd have been thought 
impossible. 


The second evil is that of bad dis- 


tribution of opportunity. The trusts 
reach out to seize the whole field, and 
crush those who would enter it. If 
we allow this, that a man be prevent- 
ed from legitimate enterprise, we are 
not maintaining the liberty for which 
we think our nation stands. Inequality 
should stimulate effort. It should not 
repress and check effort. Yet this is 
the evil which most threatens us to- 
day, and which we ought to resist to 
our utmost. 


The third evil is that of political 


corruption. The trusts'are not alone 
in this. All corporations tend toward 
it, by payments to be let alone. The 
trust has greater opportunities and 
greater needs to work in the same di- 
rection, and its possibilities are seen 
in the corruption of the senate by the 
sugar trust. 


Advantages of Tru»t» 


The advantages of trusts are: First, 


that they regulate production. We had 
to learn by experience, and we went at 
the question of production blindly. 
Every man rushed in where he saw 
any opening, like a stage to which men 
rushed, and where there was no means 
of protection from overcrowding till 
some were forced off and lost. Trusts 
decide what is remunerative in pro- 
duction, and thus instead of uncertain- 
ty we have a fair degree of certainty 
that honest labor will be met with re- 
ward. 


The second advantage is that trusts 


cheapen production. There is more 
economy In the conduct of a large en- 
terprise than in a small one, or several 
small ones; the only objection is that 
the trusts, not the peorle, get the bene- 
fit of the economy. The trusts can 
close the least profitable of the produc- 
ing agents like the factories, and can 
economize in distribution, agents and 
advertising. 


The third advantage is that trusts 


are a condition of progress to tlje so- 
ciety. 
Without 
corporations 
we 


should never have accomplished what 
we have in the country, and shall we 
check corporation? at any one point? 
Every wise combination promotes the 
collective power. . We expressed too 
little sympathy for the workingman 
when new machinery was forcing him 
out. Why should we have more sym- 
pathy with the small dealer who ia 
being crowded by the department 
stores? If the latter can supply us 
better and more cheaply than the small 
store, are we to deny that the condi- 
tion of progress cannot accept them 
advantageously? The progress of the 
community is the ruling consideration 
in every case.

not to tolerate trusts at all, while 
others think that we should look to 
control their influence. 
The former 


idea, that we cannot afford to tolerate 


I them, is probably the more general. 


But this remedy is a backward one. 


It brings us back to the position of in- 
dividual competition from which we 
started. It tries to correct the evil by 
going back to where the 
evil= • ^se, 


without considering the changed cir- 
cumstances which fostered the growth 
of the trusts in the first place. 


There are several methods suggested 


to suppress them. 
Some think the 


courts can do it. But a. man might 
work for this all his days and still do 
nothing. The courts cannot correct 
what the coiirts could not prevent. 


Many think that competition will 


revive and kill the trusts. But for 
this we might wait forever. Combina- 
tions which are built and grew In 
spite of competition, can hold their 
positions in spite of competition. They 
have gained their power by mastery, 
and cannot be killed by what they 
have conquered. 


Some say we might forbid the trusts 


by law, but we have been at this for 
some years, and the trusts have grown 
faster than the laws. 
Merely pro- 


hibitory laws cannot prove effective. 


"Looking Forward" Remedies 


Then there are .remedies that look 


forward. This is the direction in which 
men should go. Meet the 
inevitable 


forces and modify them till they are 
advantageous. 
Of these, Dr. Bascom 


suggested several. 


First, take away all unfair advan- 


tages. Chief of these is the protective 
tariff. "I'm a free trader," said Dr. 
Bascom, "and I would take away the 
tariff anyway, so you can make al- 
lowances." 
But 
in any case, how 


should we add power to the trusts 
which already control the prices we 
pay? We fix a protective tariff, that 
shuts us up away from help, and then 
put out our hands to the trusts to tie. 
Free trade would not of course be 
enough for some trusts which do not 
compete with the products of other 
countries. Such are the meat and oil 
trusts, whose .products are of our own 
country of neeeessity 


Another unfair advatage to be re- 


moved is secret rates from the rail- 
roads. Put all the railroads off a basis 
of publicity and equality. ^. Unfair 
rates are the greatest advantage a 
combination can have, and were tha 
means of starting the oil trust. Tha 
man who secures private advatageS 
from the railroads has a great advan- 
tage which almost insures his success. 
The railroads are public institutions 
and we should hold them to their obli- 
gation. 


Second under remedies, is publicity. 


This is necessary to support public 
opinion. Secrecy is the beginning of 
trouble in business. We have a right 
to know what the corporations are 
doing, for we give them the right to 
do anything. Then a corporation has 
no conscience, and we must furnish 
one, 
we must be its conscience. But 


we cannot do this unless there is pub- 
licity that guides us, and for this 
thera should 
be commissions, that 


would see to it that we knew what the 
corporatibns were doing. Public opinion 
always controls, and if we have no 
moral force that compels integrity we 
shall fail. 


Dr. Bascom spoke briefly here of the 


advantage some states give to corpor- 
ations chartered in them to do busi- 
ness throughout the country, and the 
demand for control by the central 
government. 


Third, we should declare that all di- 


rect interference with another man's | 
business Is criminal. 
The Standard ! 


Oil company has killed competition by 
driving rivals out 
of the 
business 


through its power to enforce its de- 
mands. This throttling of honest men 
and honest business should be called 
by law what it really is, a crime. 


The men at the head of the Standard 


Oil company may 
be approximately . 


good citizens in other directions, and

3f business 


that is appalling. 


And 
when theological seminaries 


rnd colleges and other 
institutions 


look, to such men for their endowments 
we are in some directions rotten to the 
core. 


What lo Do Fine 


These remedies are not adequate, 


but we can do only one thing. We can 
try these methods one by one and we 
can keep on trying them till we learn 
what more is needed and what more 
we can do. Bring the trusts to their 
senses If possible without the extreme 
measure that controls prices by law. 


We have oeeir^iiat the question is a 


move difficult ptye jthan we at 
first 


thought, and 
largely 
because 
our 


thinking is v!t;ated by the same idea 
that is in the trusts. This is the tem- 
per that rushes forward for self alone. 
Our idea must be to help build up the 
community as well as ourselves, and 
we must live up to this first. Let us 
wash our own hands first, and then ask 
Rockefeller to wash his. Then if he 
will not, we may wash them for him. 


It is good that the question of trusts 


is being taken into politics, for by 
keeping it at the front we shall clarify 
our minds, and shall establish higher 
lines for our own small business, "till 
we shall become the free people that 
God ordained us to be. 


Some Questions Answered 


At the close of the talk, there were 


a number of questions, asked by F. F. 
Murdock, A. McDougall, Peter Mc- 
Phail, David Bonner, and Rev. W. L. 
Tenney. These were largely along the 
lines of first remedies, under which Dr. 
Bascom emphasized his point that all 
other means should be tried before 
there was recourse 
to- the final ex- 


tremity of law, and that the chronic 
weakness of the American conscience 
was to blame for much of the present 
condition. 


He was asked if he would approve of 


co-operative effort on the part of the 
consumers, and said 
this was all 


right as far as it goes, since one co- 
operation gives a purchase on the 
other. 


He also defined competition as mean- 


ing two different 
things in business 


and economics. Business competition 
is often understood to mean tripping 
up your neighbor if you can, or in- 
dividual competition, while economic 
competition is the relation of produc- 
tion cost and prices in practice. 


The question as to whether the 


trusts tended to co-operative produc- 
tion by the state was answered by 
showing that true co-operation comes 
only when the strong individual is 
trained to act with his fellows. In 
spite of all our organization, he said, 
we are is some respects the least able 
to act together of any nation. Social- 
ism kills the individua' for the com- 
munity, while right co-operation makes 
use of the full streength of the 
in- 


dividual.
